Dear SIR, 


HAVE, with much Pleaſure and Satisfaction, 
read over your two Pamphlets, which are clear 
as Truth, and plain like Honeſty, needing no 
Diſguiſe. | 1 

I and every Man muſt give Credit to the Facts 
narrated by you; becauſe I am well and truly inform- 
ed that you ſhew'd every Paragraph before you pub- 


liſhed it, to the ſeveral Perſons named by you, and 
concerned in it, and aſked them whether they contain- 
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ed Truth, and whether you had their Leave to ſay fo 
much, and make that publick-Uſe of their Names.— 
But you have omitted a very grand Point, which 
every honeſt Man here knows to be true, and of 
which we talk with the. Indignation and Reſent- 
ment it deſerves; and that 1s, the poor Cunning and 
Art, the groſs Hypocriſy and Diſſimulation with 
which this whole iniquitous Scheme was carried on 
againſt Mr. D--1/--s, to the great Diſcredit of our Re- 
ligion and Church, as well as to the great Grief and. 
Concern of all good and honeſt Proteſtant Men, both 
of the Clergy and Laity. PE, — 
It is well known that a certain worthy Biſhop and 
an Arch - Deacon told the B-—pþ of C--k, that as it 
would be impoſſible for him to prove, in his Con- 
ſiſtory Court of Cork, a clandeſtme Marriage againſt 
Mr. D--/l--s (for ſo was the Libel againſt him) ſeeing 
the Witneſſes of the Marriage were of the Laity, 
whom the Canons could not affect, and ſhould he 
cite them to appear there, as they were Perſons of 
Fortune and Rank, would not bear Witneſs to cri- 
minate themſelves ; and if he proceeded againſt them 
for Contumacy, would each procure a Prohibition 
from the King's-Bench ; therefore adviſed his L--ſh-p 
to take a reaſonable Submiſſion. in his Court from 
Mr. D—/!—s,- for any Offence offered by him to his 
Turiſdiftion, that his L—ſhip might expect, and 
would have this from Mr. D-,, as he had offer- 
ed it, or any reaſonable Satisfaction, by Dr. Rogers, 
the Reverend Dr. Donnellane, Mr. Oliver, the Right 
Honourable and Reverend Lord Viſcount Strangford, 
the Right Reverend Lord Biſhop of Clogher, the moſt 
Reverend his Grace Arthur Lord Archbiſhop of 
Caſhel, Counſellor John Fitzgibbon,, Mr. Alderman 
Fuller, the Reverend Mr. Brown the Biſhop of Cork's 
Son, and others. | | 
This the B——=p of C—k ſeemed to approve of; 
and would to God, for the Peace of the Church, the 
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Honour of the Epiſcopal Office, and the Credit o? 
the Frateſtant Religion, he had followed this good, 


Chriſtian and diſcreet Advice. 


But influenced by worſe Counſels, or hurried on by 


Motives not laudable, he was reſolved that he would 
follow as much of this Scheme as ſhould bring Mr. 
5s to a Submiſſion and Confeſſion, to free him 
from che inſuperable Difficulty of proving the Crime 
alledged: But at the ſame Time to encourage him to 
this Submiſſion ſo artfully and cautiouſly, that no Pro- 
miſe or Aſſurance ſhould be taken hold of as coming 
from the B--p's Mouth; and tho' he might give 
Hints, Looks and Geſtures of Mercy, no expreſs Sti- 
pulation ſhould be. proved. Hence all theſe Cautions 
to the Rev. Mr, Dean Mead, not to ſpeak to Mr D-/!-s 
himſelf, to get a third Perſon to tell it, to take Care 
of what he ſaid to ſo dangerous a Man, and that no- 
thing ſhould ſeem to come as any Offer or Security 
from the 1— of C K. * 

And this will be the Key to open all the Myſtery, 
and let us into the deep Stratagems and Policy, the 
Art and Cunning with which the B—p of C-& con- 
ducted this Affair, as well as to the Surprize and Aſto- 
niſhment of all the Spectators at the ſeveral Turns of 
this Cauſe, who could not penetrate into the myſteri- 
ous Steps affected by the B- p in it, nor underſtand 
the Meaning of his dark Speeches. - Hence proceeded 
that Fineſſe of the B--p's Behaviour on the Court Day, 
March 6, 1748-9, when Mr. D--!l--s made his Con- 
feſſion and Submiſſion, as if he was ſurprized at it, 
and knew not the Cauſe, but was in Pain for Mr. 
D—I—s hurting himſelf by Confeſſion. 

The Converſation of the B- p with Dean M--de hap- 
2 but on Sunday, March 4, and was delivered to 


Mr. D—!l—s Monday, March 5, and repeated on the 


Morning of March 6, by Mr. Briſtow, Mr. Oliver, Mr. 

Carleton, &c. yet on that very Court Day the B— 

of C & affects an entire and abſolute Ignorance of all 
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that had paſſed ; which is all of a Piece, and in exact 
Conformity with the Art and Chicanery with which 
the B—p conducted this whole Buſineſs. To 
ſnew you that this is the Fact and Truth of this Mat- 
ter, ſee the Reverend Mr. Dean M--d's Account of 
it, in, his Conduct publiſhed at Cx, and in Dublin, 
Pages 5 and 6. 

The Dean there tells us, that he heard that Mr. D-/l-s 
had accordingly made the Submiſſion, induced (as he 
believes) thereto by the Motives he had propoſed to 
Mr. D—!l—s, of the B--p of C--F's Wiſhes and In- 
tentions, But, on March 11, he is alarmed to 
hear that, notwithſtanding his Submiſſion, the B--p 
was preparing a Sentence of Degradation againſt him; 
and in this Surprize goes to Church, - March 12, to 
meet the B. p and expoſtulate with him ; but he, 
with his deſigned artful and premeditated Contri- 
vance, avoids the Dean, and eludes him of any Op- 
tunity to ſpeak to him: Therefore the Dean tells us, 
that on March 13 he went again to Church, to tell 
his L--ſhip that he was alarmed at what he heard ; 
but the B--p, with his uſual Art and Policy, gives 
him the Slip again, and would- not come into the 
Veſtry where the Dean was, and as his Cuſtom uſu- 
ally brought him, but paſſes by him : Upon which 
the Dean, now reſolved to be no longer thus eluded 
and avoided, follows him to his Houſe and overtakes 
him in the Church-yard, and walks with him to his 
Houſe; and having forced him to a Meeting, tells 
his J ſhip, that he is ſurprized to hear that he had 
employed two Lawyers to draw up a Sentence of De- 
— againſt Mr. D--!l--s, who had ſubmitted at 
his (the Dean's) Inſtance, and according to his L-p's 
Directions to him, 

The B- p could not reſiſt this home Remonſtrance z 
nor had he the Courage to out-face the Dean and 
deny his own Words (as' he endeavoured to do af- 
terwards) nor ſo much as to qualify and explain mx 
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his Promiſe, but flies to L--s for his Refuge (as ſaith 
the Scriptures) and regrets that Letters from great 
Men, his Friends, would not permit him to ſtand to 
his Promiſe and Intents, and reads, or rather pretends 
to read, a Paragraph from his Friend, adviſing him 
to make an Example of Mr. D--/|--s, or he ſhould be 
— them, and be thought to be baffled by 


You know that we in Cort are all very ſenſible, 
that the Names of ſame great Men in Dublin are of- 
ten proſtituted by pretended Creatures of theirs, to 
Jobs and Schemes know nothing of, and which 

„as may be from their Characters, ab- 


Hor and deteſt. And it is thus the B--p thought to 


{ſkreen a Breach of H-n--r, F--th and C-nſc--nce, by 
the pretended Authority and Advice of Perſons of 
Diſtinction, averſe to ſuch little Arts. 
But let us proceed, and look through the whole 
Proceſs of the Trial, and you'll ſee it carried on with 
the ſame crafty Subtlety of deceiving, and every Step 
of the Conduct bearing a double Face and Meaning. 
To lull Mr. D--l--s into a fatal Security, and 
make him believe that the B--p had accepted his Sub- 
miſſion and Acknowledgment, and that there was 
now an End of it, and that he might not too ſoon 
take Alarm and acquaint his Friends, that both he 
and they were deceived, Mr, All-ne, Proctor of Of- 
fice, is immediately ſent by the Judge while yet on 
the Bench, to whiſper a kind Meſſage from his 
L—p, viz. To be eaſy in his Mind, to attend his 
School as uſual, not to appear again next Court 
Day, and look upon the Adjournment of the Court 
-for Sentence as only matter of Form. This was 
again repeated to him before Company, and I believe 
honeſtly meant by the Proctor, who praiſed the B--p's 
-generous Behaviour and forgiving Temper, and con- 
atulated Mr. D- -A- before two Friends, on the 
appy and peaceable Iſſue of this troubleſome Suit.

made eaſy, and his Frien swell pleaſed; and People 


were highly delighted' both with the Lenity of him 
who forgave, and the Humility of the Fane who 
had fubmitted. 

But ſhort were cheſs halcyon Days; d an em 
ing Cataſtrophe ſoon followed; for now witli· Silence 
and Aſtoniſhment it is whiſpered, that all is not well, 
nor over; that two Comnfellors have Directions to 
draw up a very firm Sentence 8f Degradation and 
that Mr. H--n--ng of Cloyne, a- Man now highly ap- 
plauded for his great Skill in Excleſlaſtical Polity and 
Courts, is ſent for to aſſiſt the Rap in Gotiſtlration, 
and make all valid, ſite hd irrevocable. - | 
On March 14 is the next Court Day ; ; buk we were 
ſtill kept in the Dark, for neither the B--p or Mr. 


D- H appeared there, and nothing ſpoke publickly of 


the Affair; but it is ſuſpected by a very few; that the 
B--p at his Houſe gave private Orders to the Proctor 


of Office to continue the Rule to GEE Mr. D. 


to attend and hear Sentence. 

In three or four Days the whole dark. and Sul 
Scene of Perfidy and fort Play opens, and there are 
loud Chincdn,, and every Body with Surprize hears 
that Mr. D--!/:-s was deceived: and 'betrayed 3 that 
the B--p Xeared to Mr. P-, Col. C—lth—f 
and others, that he never gave the leaſt Promiſes or 
Aſſurances of Pardon to Mr. D--lI--s or his Friends; 
that he had the Sentence ready, and wodkd-ge — 


ſtitch with the Degradation. 
To confirm all this Mr. All--ne, Proctor of Office, 


is ordered by the B--p to go in Perſon and admonith - 


Mr. D--!]--s to appear next Court Day and hear his 
Sentence; and before two Gentlemen preſent, the 
Proctor, with Eyes and Hands lifted up to Heaven, 
with Expreſſions of Horror and Aſtoniſhment, that 


any Man could be * of ſuch a pernicious

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Scheme and v-ll-n-s Contrivance, delivers the Ad- 
monition with Grief and Concern, and ſays, Oh! 
« poor Man, you are n baſely, cruelly betray'd,

et ſtill the Conducter of this Plot obſerved 
his — ormity of the double Face; for there were 
_ Looks — Geſtures, that the B--p might not 
Matters to Extremity; nay, there was not a 
Man thought he or 5 Man was capable of doing ſo 
after what had paſſed And therefore Mr. D-/l-s 
was. only to be verbally told to appear, to inveigle 
and allure him to come, but no legal Proceſs to be 
ſerved on him, for that might make him complain, 
_ him, and- prevent his perſonal Appearance, 
il all the Plot. However, Mr. D--/--s having 
apr the Country, and not being legally cited, 
thought it beſt to keep off, and obſerve at a Diſtance; 


and judging it neither prudent or ſafe to truſt to thoſe 


who had ſo often deceived him, ſtay*d where he was, 
8 ſee what a Day might bring forth. _ 

He from thence ſent in his Apology to extenuate 
his Fault, to move the Court, and to ſoften ſome of 
the Clergy, who had often done the ſame, and ſo 
were in the ſame Condemnatian. 

The B--p now made a Handle of this * as 
a ſufficient Reaſon to revoke any Aſſurances he had 
given to Mr. D--/--s or Friends, and alſo to juſtify 
his intended future Severity ; and this innocent and 
humble Remonſtrance was by him judged and decla- 
red to be a vile, ſcandalous and falſe Libel on his 
Lordſhip, the Clergy, the Canons and the Laws ; fo 
that now, in the poor and vulgar Stile of the Letter, 
Mr. D--1/--s had no — to eſcape. 

But ſtill to give a Pretence to his Family and 
Creatures to proclaim his Mercy and Tendemsd he 
gives out he will ſtill pardon Mr. D--//--s on the 
Terms which he ſhall preſcribe to him, but reſolves 
that they ſhall be ſuch, that if Mr, D. Ic s has the leaſt 


Grain 
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Grain of Spirit, or = of Honeſty in him, he 
will never accept ; or if through Temptation of the 
Fear of Poverty, Diſgrace, and the Ruin of his Fa- 
mily, he ſhould ſubmit, they ſhall be ſuch as will 
render him more infamous than Degradation could. 

And here, who could imagine that a Proteſtant 
B—p, of the Church of Jreland, would ſo much 
debaſe and depreciate the Honour of the Prieſthood 
and Office of the Miniſtry, or be ſo inhuman, as to 
demand ſuch cruel, hard, and diſhonourable Condi- 
tions from a Scholar, a Gentleman allied to moſt of 
the beſt Families in the Country, and a Clergyman. 
— Nay, had Mr. D--/--s through Weakneſs or world- 
ly Views conſented, he ought to have been immedi- 
ately ſtripp'd of his {Gown, and deem'd unworthy 
of that Order, and the Company and Friendſhip of 
honeſt Men.—How ſavage then and barbarous muſt 
his Mind be, who wou'd force a Man to this, for a 
ſmall Offence in common to him with all his Bre- 
thren of the Profeſſion. 

And thus you fee with what deliberate Study and 
deceitful Art, this Affair was carried on in the Con- 
ſiſtory Court of C- rt, and how this renowned Poli- 
tician thought he had Poli _—_ Craft deep enough 
to carry his moſt revengeful Views, and yet to de- 
ceive Mankind, and vals for one of the moſt merci · 
ful and tende reſt of Men, if you'll take his own 
Word for it. 

But Honeſty will be found to be the beſt Policy, 
and Truth the ſureſt Defence for his over- acting 
myſterious Way, opened the Eyes of the any, — 
well as: Laity, and they ſoon — that he in- 
tended to make Tools of them, and lay all the Blame 
on his Clergy's Counſel, if he could prevail to make 
it appear, that they advis d him, either to inforce his 
Penance and Confeſſion, or to degrade him upon his 
Refuſal.

Reaſon, For, upon Suppoſition that his L——ſh-p 
is the Author thereof, the whole Letter will ſeem to 
be one continued Soleciſm and Falſhood, or, what 
tolerable Senſe can be made of numerous Paſlages in

Soleciſm, how did my Lord 
the Biſhop wait ſo often on his own Lordſhip, and 
the Biſhop of Cork want to conſult fo frequently

| per, Serenir, Mggkneſs and Forgiveneſs, upon grea 


rovocations, and yet magnify imaginary. Injuries 
which his Reader cannot find done to him, and la- 
ment evil Treatment, where no Man can ſee it ei- 
ther intended or offered to him. The very Adver- 
tiſement, of which I have ſeen a ſuppoſed Copy, is an 
Original of no, or very ambiguous and myſterious 
Signification: The Words are, .

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Inftead of this, it is now notoriouſly known in 


, that Menaces, Promiſes, Flatteries and all de- 


ceivable Methods of Unrighteouſneſs, have been for 
many Days paſt, and till are made uſe of, to pro- 
cure Hands to give them the Lye, Poor Curates 
and other Clergymen, as well as ſome of the Laity 
have been every Day cloſeted and dealt with to con- 
tradict theſe worthy and eminent Men. 

Some have had the Virtue, Spirit, and firmneſs 
of Mind abſolutely to refuſe, but as there are weak, 
avaricious, fickle and deſigning Perſons in all Orders 
of fallible Men, others have ſigned the whole, and 
ſome to a Part, or Parts of the B-p's Pamphlet, as it 
is now called : Some of whom have already repent- 
ed what they have done, and particularly one this 
very Morning, lamented to me his Weakneſs in ſo 
doing, and expreſſed the gredteſt Grief and Concern, 
that ; had been unthunkingly inveigled, and indu- 
ced to promote by his ſigning what he now ſees to 
be a very ill Deſign.

Wou'd to God that the Promoter or Promoters 
of theſe Evils wou'd think Oberly, and laying aſide 
ſuch diſtracting and pernicious Schemes, ponder 
theſe awful Denunciations of our common Lord and 
Maſter, St. Math. ch, 18. v. 7. Wo unto the World, 
becauſe of Offences, it muſt needs be, that Offences 
come, but wo to that Man by whom the Offence cometh. 
And St. Luke, chap. 17. v. 1, 2, 3. 4. then ſaid he 


unto the Diſciples, I is impoſſible but that Offences 


will come, but wo umo Him, through whom they 
come. It were better far Him that a Millſtone were 
hanged about his Neck, and be caſt into the Sea, than 
that be ſhould offend one of theſe little Ones. Take heed 


to yourſelves, If thy Brother treſpaſs againſt Thee, re- 


buke Him Aud if he repent forgive Him. And if he 
treſpaſs againſt Thee ſeven Times in a Day, and ſeven 
Times in a Day turn again to Thee, ſaying, I repent, 
Thou ſhalt forgive Him.
